THE PENSIONS ELEPHANT. 
Special Uievatch to The Cnc Tridune 

Wasuixeron, D. C., Feb. &—The debate 
upon the pension system proceeded in the 
Senate today upon the resolution that is be- 
fore it, but for the mere purpose of a debate 
the resolution serves as good a purpose as a 
bill. The spirit in which the debate is con- 
ducted on the part of those who not only de- 
fend the Arrears-of-Pensions act but com- 
mend it is that which characterized the cam- 
puigns of Ignatius Loyola. The advocates 
and defenders of this measure do not care so 
much how the bill was passed as that it was 
passed, and the larger the figures required to 
pay the pensions, the greater the glory 
ciaimed by those who are sueh zealous 
friends of the soldiers. Since there is to be 
paid out of the Treasury

in the name of the soldiers, it matters not 
that the claim agents inspired the legislation 


or that they have received and will receive | 


a large percentage upon the disbursemeut of 
this extraordinary sum; nor does it matter 
even that this great country of ours ‘shall 
become bankrupt by this means. It is a 
great country, and can stand it. A few 
thousand millions of dollars, more or |

A bill for his relief passed the 
House in the Forty-fifth Congress; but failed 
in the Senate for want to consider it. 
A similar bill passed in the Forty- 
sixth Congress, but was not reached for con- 
sideration by the House. It was reported 
from the committee and the House 
two weeks ago, and has now been passed by 
the Senate, requiring onl¥ the Executive in- 
dorsement to become u law. The amount 
Involved would not pay the salaries of the

THE SENATE IN EXECUTIVE SEssIOW 
devoted considerable time to a discussion of 
the practice of promoting officers of the army 
and navy over the heads of others 
them in rank, and appeinting civilians to 
positions over the heads of officers.

ONE OF MR. PEELLE’S THREE BILLS PASSED. 
The bill passed by the House today to al- 


low the Postmaster-General to settle all 


claims for relief made by Postmasters from 
losses of money-order funds, postage-stamps, 
and postal-cards oecasioned by fire or the re- 
sult of burglaries, where the amounts in- 
volved do not exceed $2,000 and the claims 
do not extend further back than fifteen years, 
is but one of a Series of three proposed by its 
author, Mr. Peelle, of Indiana. At present 
such cases dll come before Congress, and in 
the case of the losses of postmasters, action 
upon them is based mainly upon facts fur- 
nished by the department after it has inves- 
tigated the cases.

iu every detail. On entering the various tuo- 
nels on the route the electric lights biazed up 
instantaneously, producing a magical effect, 
scarcely less daazling than the fabulous visions 
we read of in the tale of Aladdin and bis won- 
derful lamp.

CALF’S HEAD ROCK. 

Terrible storms have been raging on the En- 
glish coast this winter, and accounts ot ship- 
wrecks and suffering are still continually pour- 
ing in.

THE CRYSTAL PALACE. 

The following day I again visited the Crystal 
Palace, where new wonders are constantly 
opened before tae view in this apparently in- 
Unit world whose treasures seem inexhaustible. 
When the great organ plays the visitor is natu- 
rally enticed to the domain of Music, with its 
prodigious dome, its vast stage, and its immense 
orchestra; beyond which, in the distance, mag- 
niticent perspectives are seen all agiow with 
fountaius, and flowers, and tropical bloom. To 
the right and left statues and evergreens ex- 
tend whole length of the nave; and, behina 
these, the tine-art courts arise in ail their scuipt- 
urai grandeur. Of these, that of Moorisb Spain 
is the most dazzling in its splendor, in the pom 
of its magnificent purity. Slender golden pil- 
lass, Celicate tracery, marbie iace-work, and 
gorgeous hues magically blended, here greet us 
~—for we are in Alhambra, the proudest 
monument of Moorisb architecture in the world. 
Most of the reproductions of this palace exhib- 
ited here are of similar dimensions as the ori 
inals; and the ornaments which cover the walls 
bave been cast from molds taken from the A- 
hambra. The Court of Lions is reduced one- 
haif, and impresses the beholder as incom - 

ite splendor, until the Hall of 
is entered, where we 
presence of one, of the grandest 
things in art. Terrible memories also lingyr 
bere, for in the midst of all this splendor the 
enemies of Boabdil were beheaded on mou- 
arch's ascension to the throne. Fortunately, 
the sun was shin brightiy at the time of my 
visit (a rare thing indeed in this iand of mists 
fogs), and as the light streamed through the 
gorgeous windows of this Arabian palace, the 
effect produced was indescribable. Retracing 
our steps, the ptian court is entered, whose 
walls are ador with great battle-pieces, bas- 
reliefs, and inscriptions—tne latter being nothing 
less thau paipting, for it was in this way the 
ancient Egyptians expressed their ideas 
with an artistic perfection that excites 
the wonder of the present age. 
Passing by statues of deroes, fragments of 
temples, etc., we reach the gigantic pillars, clus- 
tertne so closely ther that an ever-pervad- 
ing twilight reigns between them, and enter the 
Holy of Holies. There is a world of study here 
for the artist and archeologist, as well as the 
historian; but we must on to Greek 
Court, where the beautiful Doric architecture is 
seen in all its perfection.

Wincuester, Ky., Feb. 4.—When you reach 
Boonesboro you find yourself in the vicinity of 
the great camps where thé convicts from the 
Frankfort Penitentiary are at work on the ex- 
tension of the Kentucky Central Railroad. It is 
in this country that the heavy work on the ex- 
tension is being done. The hilis round about are 
almost mountains, and in many places their sides 
are so precipitous as to be unoclimbable by man 
or beast. The earth has been washed away, and 
immense rocks snari ut you in sullen defiance, 
as though not in the least desirous of any 
familiarity on the partof any one. It is very 
probable that the railroad company now en- 
gaged in running a line through this part of the 
Commonwealth would not attempt to disturb 
these formidable and forbidding rocks were it 
not that the labor of the convict is obtainable. 
Boonesborò is reached from Winchester by pike, 
but after you have arrived at Boonesboro you 
are not at the camp of the convicts by a loug- 
shot.

It is 
said that several hundred women have been 
attending the free institute ¢gstablisned for 
them about six years ago, and many of them 
have taken degrees as teachers and prefess- 
ots.

‘funds most easily.” Of course, this is tanta- 
mount to a threat that, if the people of the 
United States will not let Mr. Eads have the 
money to construct his ship-railway, he will 
go to England and get it, and thus expose us 
to mortification. All this is sad, and the peo- 
pie of the United States would undoubtedly 
feel grieved if Eads should go to England 
for bis money, but at the same time it would 
be much cheaper to put the whole Nation, 
man, woman, and child, into crape than to 
give him the money he wants for his private 
enterprise. In the midst of their mourning, 
however, over the furnishing of money by 
Engiand they would have the sweet consola- 
tion of knowing that they could furnish the 
Monroe doctrine. 


A NUMBER of weak arguments are brought 
forward in opposition to the Postal Savings- 
Bank bill. The savings-bank people oppose 
it of course, since its passage would enable 
the poor to invest their savings with the 
Government as security instead of private 
individuals or chartered corporations in the 
management of which the depositor has no 
voice. It is claimed, moreover, that the poor 
man is incapable of ‘investing his 
savings toso good advantage as the managers 
of savings-banks can invest them for him, 
and this same spirit of self-sacritice on the 
part of the savings-bank people prompts 
the expression of the fear that thé addi- 
tion of a savings branch will give the 
post-office officials more than they can at- 
tend to, and subject the earnings of the poor 
to the danger of being stolen by dishonest 
officials. Then again the State-rights doc- 
trine is relied upon to create a prejudice 
against the dangerous “centralization of 
power” which would follow a Government 
savings-bank system. All these and similar 
flimsy pretexts for fighting the measure will 
be in due time swept away by the one unan- 
swerable argument that the people want it. 


NATIONAL POSTAL SAVINGS BILL. 

The Committee on Post-Offices in the Huuse 
of Representatives has matured a bill pro- 
viding a system of National savings deposi- 
tories, the postal service furnishing the ma- 
chinery for the collection and payment of 
deposits. This bill provides: 


It provides for the establishment of postal 
savings depositories for the pu of the pro- 
tection of small savings, to facilitate their with- 
drawai, and to produce revenue. 

The Postmaster-Geneiai may open sub-depos- 
itories at any muney-order office in bis discre-

A is to be provided containing ten stamps,

The smallest deposit which the Government 
will take is to be 

After that deposit has been made additional 
deposits will be received in $1 or its multiples. 

Interest is to be computed at the central of- 
fice in Wasbington upon all sums of 83. and 
even multiples, at the rate of 2 per cent per an- 
num, This is to be computed for every calen- 
dar month. ' 


Money when deposited may be withdrawn by 
depositors without vious notice, but interest 
is to be only alio at the end of the calendar 


month. 

The money received from the deposits is to be 
investedsby the Secretary of the Treasury in 
interest- ing securities of the United States. 
or, in case the money cannot be invested in this 
class of securities, it shall be invested in ap- 
proved State securities, but not in railroad or 


other bonds. 
Each individual account is to be kept at Wash- 


tral office by draft to the order of the 
at the depository requested by him. 

These deposits are to bo free from United 
States. Stute, or locai taxauon. 

NO n can deposit more than $100 during a 
period of thirty days, and the aggregate amount 
allowed to any singie depositor is not to exceed 


This seems to be a well-devised measure 
for the purpose it seeks to accomplish, and 
the only, objections are to details not affect- 
ing the operation and execution of the scheme. 
These objections are, first, that the sum al- 
lowed to be on deposit is too low; and, sec- 
ondly, that the rate of interest allowed de- 
positors is too small, considerme the sub- 
stantial ends sought to be promoted by the 
law. 

The Controller of the Currency in his re- 
port to Congress accepts the estimates of the 
Director of the Mint as to the amount of 
gold and silver in the country at various 
dates. The amountin the Treasury and in 
the National and private banks he obtains

The United have outstanding mapy 
hundred millions of bonds bearing 3)4, 4, 
and 43¢ per cent interest. Bonds of these de- 
nominations will continue outstanding for 
nearly thirty years to come. The Governr 
ment, regarding these savings-banks only as 
a financial matter, may well afford to pay 
the depositors 3 per cent interest on 
their deposits, and still have a profit 
after payipg the cost of operating the deposi- 
tories. But the Government ought not to re- 
gard these banks merely as sources of profit. 
There isa much greater and more valuable 
motive for their establishment. No one can 
estimate the social and moral value of sav- 
ings-banks, The amountof money put away 
does not represent all the good results of such 
institutions, Their beneficial effect upon the 
personal habits and mode of thought of de- 
positors is incalculable, and cannot be esti- 
mated by dollars and cents, The non-saving 
portion of the people expend. that part of 
their income which might be saved in vari 
ous modes, all of which are ee morally 
and physically and are corrüpting society. 
This money which is not saved finds its way 
jnto gambling-rooms, into saloons, and into 
dens of vice. Millions of daglars monthly 
and weekly, if not daily, are expended in 
barrooms for poisonous whisky, and for 
tobacco in its various forms, and in gambling 
and other dissipation. Congress has 
now a bill before it suppressing the 
sale of lottery tickets in the Dis 
trict of Columbia, it being estimated 
that the impoverishing expenditures in that 
city are made for lottery tickets, in drinking 
saloons, and south of the avenue.” These 
vices, too, often tempt the men and women, 
and boys and girls of cities to spend instead 
of saving their earnings. In the country the 
almost total absence of all public or repu- 
table depositories leads thousands to the vil- 
lage dram-shop, wherein drink and tobacco 
and petty gambling the money that might be 
saved is swallowed up and lost forever. The 
agricultural districts of the West and South 
contain thousands of persons, farm-hands 
and others, to whom these savings-banks 
will prove @ moral as well as a pecuniary 
blessing. To them will gv the money that is 
now spent in drink and other vices. It will 
form the beginning of savings to buy a quar- 
ter section, or an eighty or forty acre lot; it 
will be the beginning both in city and coun- 
try of savings intended to buy a home or build 
a house. A deposit, once begun, works a 
grand and beneficial effect on the hab- 
its and hopes of the depositor. It 
makes him thrifty and points out to him a 
great end to which he can reach. The re- 
sult of such banks—the offer of the United 
States to take and keep the savings of who- 
ever willsave, and pay interest thereon—will 
accomplish immense moral and physical 
good ail over the country. 

This bill proposes to pay these deposltors 
2 per cent. Why offer them only 2 per cent, 

le the Government pays out twice that 
nt to the millionaire bondholders of this 
country and Europe? Why offer to the people 
ofthe United States on the scanty savings 
of their hard-earned income the petty rate 
of 2 per cent, while to the holders of 
* plocks of a hundred millions of bonds 
it pays 4 per cent? Every citizen who has 
on deposit $10, or $50, or $100 in the Na- 
tional Treasury is a stockholder in the 
Union, and becomes its valiant as well as in- 
terested champion. He is free and protected 
from Communism. Why should not the 
United States pay bim 3 per cent at least? 
As a political investment the Nation could 
do no wiser act. 

Nor can we see why the amount of de- 
posit should be limited to $500. Why should 
not the man who is saving to purchase a 
farm, or a house, or a lot, or to take up a 
mortgage have the privilege of these postal 
banks in which to accumulate at least 
$1,000? All over the country there are now 
hoarded accumulations, the point sought 
being to reach $1,000. Why not admis all 
these to the Treasury even if they do exceed 
8500 7 

It is to be hoped this bill will decome a 
law. and the vast sums held by the people 
will largely pass into the Treasury for safe - 
keeping, and earn at least a fair interest. 


THE ARREARS ACT IN CONGRESS. 

The debate on the Arrears-of-Pensions act 
was continued in the National Senate yester- 
day, and it was informally agreed that a vote 
should be taken today. The original advo- 
cates of the bill have chosen their own 
ground. The resolution to which the discus- 
sion is directed recites that the act of 1879, 
commonly known asthe Arrears act, ought 
not to be repealed, but, as Senator Hawley 
properly pointed out, this is hardly a matter 
fer the further consideration of Congress. 
The time during which applications for ar- 
rears could be filed has expired. Part ot the 
applications made have been granted. The 
remaining portion must be dealt with on 
their merits; otherwise, Congress would be 
justly open to the accusation of creating a 
favored class of pensioners. It is impos- 
sible either to recover the arrears al- 
ready paid out, or to deny to those 
persons who made their claims within the 
prescribed limits of time the benefits of the 
bill. But there is a vast difference between 
contending for the faithful execution of the 
law, now that it has obtained a place on the 
statute-books, and maintaining, as Mr. In- 
galls did, that it is a good measure, and was 
enacted with due deliberation and judgment. 
Mr. Ingalls had the effrontery to say that no 
extraordinary pressure Was brought to bear 
on Congress to procure the passage of this 
bill. Hestated that only 24 petitions were 
presented in favor of it, and flippantly as- 
serted that the documents circulated by the 
claim agents on account of it were shown by 
the evidence to have been made by but one 


were specially informed of their merits. The 
failure of the Commissioner of Pensions to 
report frauds need not excite comment, since 
the efforts of the last Commissioner in this 
direction cost him his official position. Mr. 
Ingalls himself said derisively that Bentley 
was “a National detective, and a man whose 
horizon was narrow,” because he attempt- 
ed to ascertain what, if any, frauds existed, 
and to provide a system for preventing them 
in the future. Ingalls would like to have 
the country believe that his own horizon is 
broad because he is prodigal with the public 
money; but it is no more prudent for astates- 
man than for a private citizen to begin build- 
ing a house without first sitting down to 
count the cost, anda law which will take out 
of the Treasury ten times as much as its 
authors calculated attests the recklesness 
or the imprudence of the Congress that 
passed it. 

The proportion of pensions granted to the 
pensionable cases was another fact advanced 
by Ingalls to show that no frauds of any 
magnitude had been committed. The num- 
ber of pensionable cases he assumed might 
be approximately found by adding to the 
number of deaths reported the number of 
discharges for disability. The combined 
total is 620,000, but of the 335,000 who died a 
very largq proportion were not married and 
had no dependent on them under the 
pension laws, and of the 285,000 discharged 
on account of disability more than one-half, 
possibly three-quarters, were afterwards 
completely restored to health. Mr. Ingalls’ 
estimate, that there are 232,000 pensionable 
cases still extant, in addition to the 387,000 
pensioners on the rolls at the close of the 
fiscal year, takes no account of the applica- 
tions filed but pot reached, The argument 
from these figures in favor of the 


| efliciency of the present system in prevent- 


ing frauds is disingenuous. Practically it is 
not denied, either by Ingalls or anybody 
else, that the mode of adjudicating pension 
claims now in force is imperfect. The prac- 
tice of granting pensions on ex parte testi- 
mony has no parallel in the history of any 
civilized Government. It is wasteful, dis- 
honest, and corrupting. It puts a premium 
on perjury, and elevates conspiracy against 
the-Government to the dignity of a fine art. 
Senator Davis, of West Virginia, introduced 
an amendment to Ingalls®resolution yester- 
day, declaring it to be the sense of the Senate 
not only that the Arrears act ought not to be 
repealed, but that measures for punishing 
fraud and hasten\ng the payment of honest 
claims ought to be adopted. Itis under- 
stood there will be no opposition to this 
amendment. but it is merely declaratory, 
unless it can be embodied in vital legisla- 
tion. The sincerity of those members of 
Congress who profess to be eager to prevent 
frauds, but give no active support to meas- 
ures looking in that direction, may well be 
questioned. 


EXTENDING NATIONAL-BANK CHARTERS. 

The Crapo bill for the exten or renew- 
al of National-bank charters, ich explre 
under the law twenty years after the date of 
issue, was based upom a recommendation of 
Controller Knox, which was approved by the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury. It 
is designed to obviate the necessity for actual 
liquidation, final settlement, and new or- 
ganization of such banks as desire to con- 
tinue business under the National act. With- 
in the next year the bank-charters will begin 
to expire at a rapid rate. It is estimated 
that 303 of the existing National banks, with 
an aggregate circulation of nearly $70,000,- 
000, will go into liquidation during the next 
twelve months, and on one day, Feb. 25, 1883, 
a little more than one year from now, the 
charters of 297 banks will expire, and $54,- 
000,000 of circulating notes will be with- 
drawn unless some provision shall de 
made in the meantime for an extension 
of the charters. It was found, however, 
when the Crapo bill had been prepared, that 
there would be a strong opposition to any 
bill providing a renewal of bank charters 
which did not contain certain desirable re- 
strictions. There isa widespread sentiment 
that it will be only safe and prudent to re- 
quire National banks to clean up their affairs 
at least once in twenty years, in order that 
their patrons and the public may know just 
where they statid. This opinion and other 
evidences of opposition to the Crapo bill for 
extending the charters, as first proposed, has 
led to a material modification, embraced in 
three additional sections, which are sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. To provide that minority stockhoiders may 


sell their stock ata fair value after appraise- 


ment. 

2. That the Government shall at the expira- 
tion oi the cbarter of any bauk realize what- 
ever profit there is from lost and mutilated cur- 


rency. 

K That banks which renew their charters sball 
be subject to the same regulations as to liqida- 
tion which prevail as to a bank tat actually 
goee into liquidanen, and that with the new 
charter they shall start io effect with a new set 
of books. 


There is reason to believe that these three 
sections will overcome: the objections that 
have been urged against a renewal of the 
existing bank charters, and there are cer- 
tainly advantages in the National-bank sys- 
tem which should Induce Congress to give 
evefy encouragement consistent with con- 
siderations of safety to induce the existing 
banks to continue in business. 

We regard the third of the additional sec- 
tions as the most important—viz.: the re- 
quirement that every bank renewing its 
charter shall go through substantially the 
same process ag in the case of voluntary 
liquidation; that it shall make a virtual set- 
tlement of liabilities, square. up accounts, 
open a new set of books, and begin business 
over again. This process will convey an 
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ing taxes to the extent of the lost and muti- 
lated currency. ‘This is accomplished by en- 
abling the Government to realize whatever 
profit may be ized from the non-present- 
ment of bank notes for redemption. 

It is probable that the bill for the renewal 
of the bank charters, in its modified shape, 
will pass the present Congress, and there is 
little doubt that the National banks, as a 
rule, will avail themselves of the opportu- 
nity to extend their charters, and that there 
will be no appreciable disturbance of bank- 
ing capital. It will not be su ing if the 
great majority of the National banks shall 
reduce their circulating notes to the mini- 
mum allowed by law—viz.: $50,000 for each 
bank. But no serious contraction of the 
eurreney nor any material abatement in the 
demand for Government bonds needs to be 
apprehended on that account. There are 
two measures which ought to, and —.— 
will, pass at the present session of Cong 
that may be counted upon toavert both these 
dangers. One is Senator Allison’s bill to 
issue gold certificates against the deposit of, 
gold coin, which will furnish abundant cur- 
rency of the best possible character. The 
other is the bill for the establishment of 
postal savings-banks, already agreed upon by 
the House Committee on Post-Offices, which, 
once à law in practical operation, will pro- 
vide a fund for investment in Government 
bonds sufficiently large to assure a demand 
fully equal to the supply, apd ultimately to 
change the ownership of these securities 
from the banks and great capitalists into the

NEW PHASE OF THE THEATRE 
CON LROVERSY. 

The Rev. Herrick Johnson is making the 
theatre controversy red-hot for his adver- 
saries. In his first paper on the subject he 
arraigned the theaires of the country as 
guilty of pandering to a low and depraved 
taste in dramatic representations, and called 
as witnesses in support of his indictment the 

itics the journals of Chicago, quoting 
li y from them to show not only that 
many of the plays of the period are devoid of 
literary merft, but that they are frequently 
coarse, Vulgar, and immoral, both in concep- 
tion and executlon. 

The actors who happened to be in Chicago 
at the time retorted very sharply to Dr. 
Johnson’s strictures, intimating that there 
are poor sermons as well as poor plays and 
bad ministers of the Gospel as well as bad 
actors of plays. This tu qudqueé line of re- 
ply, however, did not shake Dr. Johnson’s 
position, and he did not rejoin. IIIs quarrel 
was not with the actors nor with the play- 
wrights, but with the theatres. It was 
scarcely necessary for him to make the ob- 
vious remark that the consent of the proprk- 
tor of the theatre is absolutely essential to 
the produetion of a play, and he refrained 
from making it. 

But after a little the Hon. E. C, Larned, an 
old and respected citizen and member of a 
Christian church, in an open letter antago- 
nized Dr. Johnson’s position and undertook 
to reply to his strictures. Mr. Larned ad- 
mits that many of the current dramatic 
representations are bad, but claims that some 
of them are unobjectionable, citing certain 
of these latter, and holds that the proper 
remedy for the evils and abuses of the thea- 
tre is, not to abolish the theatre, but to re- 
form, @evate, and purify it.” And he says: 
“This can best be accomplished by good 
men giving their patronage to the theatre 
when it offers dramatic entertainments 
which are unexceptionable in every respect, 
and declining to give it at any other time.” 
Mr. Larned cites “ Hazle Kirke” and “Rip 
Van Winkle“ as neither “indelicate nor im- 
moral,” and as bavihng had the greatest 
run” and “drawn the largest audiences’’ 
of any dramatic representauons of the pe- 
riod, 

These positions of Mr. Larned have drawn 
Dr. Johnson again into the field. He wants 
to know, you know, “ Lf ‘Hazel Kirkes’ and 
‘Rip Van Winkles’ and the like clean plays 
are having such rugs and getting such audi- 
ences, why are we not having an uvinter- 
rupted succession of ‘Hazel Kirkes’ and 
Rip Van Winkles’?” “If this is the way 
to reform the theatre, why doesn’t it re- 
form ?” inquires Dr. Johnson. 

Butin a controversy Dr. Johnsonis not 
content with simply asking questions. He 
has more facts and more witnesses. He calls 
a dramatic critic to the stand, who says: 
There never was a prior time in its [the 
theatre’s} history when it had the support 
and encouragement of the brilliant, éducated, 
moral and religious people it now enjoys.“ 
He quotes a Christian editor of this city” 
as saying editorially: “There are thousanis 
of people in Chicago as much in faver of 
sobriety, modesty, and Christian progress as 
Dr. Johnson, who are regular theatre- 
goers“; and he quotes from a private letter 
of Mr. McVicker jh which that gentleman 
refers to his friends of the Church.” And 
Dr. Johnson clinches all this by his own 
testimony. He says: 1 bappen to know, 
and to my sorrow, that there is too much 
truth in all this. 1 have lived in large East- 
ern cities, and 1 have never known anything 
like such prevalent Christian patronage of 
the theatres as here.” 

lt will be observed that while Dr. Johnson 
has nut shifted his position he has changed 
the direction of his fire. His batteries, which 
have been literally raining hot shot upon the 
theatres, the plays, and the actors, are now 
trained upon the Christlan public of Chi- 
cago. Hehas shown by his witnesses, the 
dramatic critics of the city press, that the 
dramatic representauons of the last twelve 
months, with few exceptions, have been de- 
void of literary merit, and morally bad;

short session, and consequently the effvct of 


the Commission bill will be to relieve the 
present Congress altogether of the tariff 
question. This course is pretty hard upon 
the peopre who are demanding fnmediate re- 
lief from the inequalities and odppressive 
exactions of the tariff as it stands, but per- 
haps Mr. Kasson is right in his theory that 
Mk.

DR. Jonx Hatt, the great Presbyterian 


clergyman of New York, has beer inter-

Roms, Jan. 22.~The great question of the 
day, and it has sprung up suddenly, like a 
Jack and the beanstalk, completely over-

Dispatches from Austin, Tex., confirm the ro- 
port that Gen, William Preston bas won the 
vreat land suit of the Texas Assoviation,” 
otherwise known as the Mercer Colony Grant.” 
This suit involves the right and title of the as- 
sociation to L376 square miles, or nearly $00,000 
veres, of land in the State of xas. The grant 
was made by President Sam Houston in 144 to 
the * Texas Association,” the larger interest in 
which is owned by Gen. Preston, and the rest by 
various stockholders, many of them in Louis 
ville. 

The claim is one both on a trust created by the 
grant of Gen. Houston, and ona trust created 
by the articles of anvexaton of Texas to the 
United States, by which the State of Texas un- 
dertook to bold all of the unsold public lands of 
the State in trust for the satisfaction of the 
liabilities of the former Kepublic, the only one 
of tovse labilities now remaining unsatisfied 
being that to the Texas Association.

| MEETING OF THE NATIONAL TROTTING AS 
SOCIATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Cnteaco Tribune. 

New York, Feb. 8.—There was a large at- 
tendance upon the biennial session of the 
National Trotting Association, which was 
begun: today at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
ninety-four associations from various parts 
of the country responding to the roll-cail. 
Of these, D. L. Hall, of the Chicago Jockey 
Club, represented by proxies twenty-three 
associations; A. G. Hancock, of Kansas City, 
Mo., nine, ali from the West; T. J. Vaill, of 
Hartford, Conn., eighteen associations; G. 
M. Reeder, of Easton, Pa., six; W. S. WII 
son, of Cynthiana, Ky., four; Maj. H. C. Mo- 
} Dowell, of Franklin County, Kentucky, 
three; and Gen. W. 8. Tilton, of Togus, Me., 
five associations. 

AMONG THE NOTED HORSEMEN PRESENT, 
in addition to those mentioned above, were 
Alvin Goldsmith, of Washingtonville, N. I.; 
Capt. Isaiah, Rynders, of New York; J. D. 
Carr, of Salina, Cal.; Burdett Loomis, of 
Hartford. Conn.; William Edwards, of 
Cleveland, O.; George Sturges, of Phila- 
delphia; Judge J. F. Kinney, of Nebraska; 
C. W. Hutchinson, of Utica; and G. W. 
Archer, of Rochester, N. V. Judge James 
Grant, of Davenport, Ia., presided. The 
President at the opening of the Congress 
made a short address, in which he con- 
gratulated the horsemen of the country 
upon the advancement that has been made in 
the breeding of trotting horses, and which 
has made that special class of horses superi- 
or to any that are bred in the world. 

THE VICTORIA CHUB,

During the same period 
the record shows 152 persons expelled and 
3.563 suspended, and ninety-four horses ex- 
pelled and 2,613 ‘suspended, at the close of 
1881, as the persons gnd horses at present 
under penalty. 

WHICH PENALTIES MUST BE REMOVED 
before either horses or men appear upon the 
tracks of members of the association. The 
first business was a consideration of the re- 
port of the committee to revise the by-laws 
and rules, and consumed all that remained of 
the afternoon and the greater part of the 
evening session. The by-laws were amended 
so as to allow the admission of the asso- 
clations of Australia, attaching them 
to the Eastern district, which inclades 
the New England States ana the Do- 
minion of Canada.

Billy Emerson’s Cheek. 
San Francisce Bulletin, Feb. J. 

In the action of Isaac W. Lees vs. William 
Emerson, proceedings were dismissed yesterday 
by Judge Halsey, on motion of p'aintiff’s at- 
torney. The depositions of Leslie F. Blackburn. 
Deputy United States Marshal at Tombstone, 
Ari., on file, show that William Emerson re- 
ceived $300 from Mr. Blackburn. The money 
was paid at Blackburn's place of business, at 
No. 33 Bush street, in December, 1575, and 
Emersvon gave a check on Wells, Fargo * Co.'s 
bank, which DBiackburn, afew days later, pre- 
sented for payment. It appears, moreover. that 
the officers of the bank were frank enough to 
rewark, when the check was preseoted, that Mr. 
Emerson bad no funds in the bank at that time. 

The deposiuons further show tbat the check 
was sent to Capt. I. W. Lees, of the Detective 
Police Force. to whom Blackburn owed money, 
with the request that the Captain collect the 
same and give the deponent credit for the 
amount. The depositions recentiy taken aver 
that the check was seen durthg the last six 
months, baving been sent to Tombstone for 
identification. 

The depositions go further and convey the 
Startling statement that Emerson was in the 
habit, during the time he wag performing in 
Bush street in 1875, ef borro money from 
deponent almost every week. testimony 
on this point is as follows: Wnenever he needed 
money he came to me for it, and | always let him 
have it. He always paid every loan exvept this 
last check for $30v.” 

The matter was briefly adjusted before Judge 
Halsey this morning, by the simple announce- 
ment of Len Reynvids, the plaintiff's attorney, 
that the matter had been settled. Perhaps the 
festive minstrel, in his wide acquaintance with 
vast and varied banking institutions, drew the 
check on the wrong bank.

880, more than twenty Gimmes ne Imports, 
and the total value of the tidished suk fabrics 
manufactured in the United States in lst was

CATHOLIC EDUCATION. 
ANOTHER PARISH SCHOOL TO BE STARTED ON 
THE NORTH SIDE. | 

A meeting of the parishiovers of the Cathedral 
of the Holy Name was held last evening in the 
basement of the school- house, corner of Chicago 
avenue and Cacs street. The Very Rev. Arcb- 
bishOp Feehan presided, and oo the platform 
were Vicar-General Conway and Fathers De- 
laney and Downey.

The Convent of the Sacred Heart aught 
a few littie boys, but it was out of its scope. 
The schoo! to be estabtished should be supplied 
with tne best of teachers only of both Sisters 
and Brothers. He spoke of the necessity of 
Catnolic schools for Catholic children, to 
serve and perpetuate the Outhulic faith. 
children of the Catbolic Church bad a right to 
this training. The pastors and parents were re- 
sponsibie tor that. It had been the principies 
or the Chureh from its earliest ages to edu- 
cate its children. When the Caurch be- 
ene of the first things 
was to organize schools in 
connection with its catheirais. In ancient 
Ireiand the schools were connected with tne 
great monasteries. The Irish people had a 
wonderful yearning for learning. He neld that 
religion and education went together. The He- 
r would be sustained as long as the people 
d virtue. He spoke of the necessity of edu- 
cating the heart to teach the children to be pure, 
virtuous, ana obedient, as wellas giving them 
superticial outside polish. Mere education alone 
was not a panacea forall wrongs, and to think 
that it was was to make a mistake.

The 
steadily une weather of this wioter is favorable 
to the saving of corn in the country, and to its 
marketing, while spring planting is being pro- 
vided for by active piowing, and a good breadth 
ot winter wheat is looking well. These 
thing have made the shrewder bears rather 
more free ia selling for several days past, and 
the nearer sighted ones caught the infection 
yesterday to an extent which forced a good 
many longs to realize, and that added to the 
weakness. The foreign advices favored depres- 

sion here, and the domestic news war generaily 
bearish in tone. Mess pork closed steady at 
$18.55@ 18.57% for March and $18.75@18.77% for 
April. Lard closed 50 lower, at $11.324@11.35 for 
seller March and $11.4744@11.50 for April. Short 
ribs closed Se lower, at $9.40@9.42% for 
March, Wheat closed 2%c lower, at 81.28 
1% for March and  $1.29%4@1.2 for 
April. Corn closed 14%@1X%e lower, at 
554@58%e for March and dete for May. 
Oats closed le lower at 40K%@4le for February, 
Tale for March, ano 4\4@44\c for May. 
Rye closed I lower, at 0 for March and 80%c 
for April. Barley closed unchanged, at $1.03, 
nominally for No. 2 cash, and 8%0c for No. 3, with 
March quotable at 8c. Hogs were dull, and 5@ 
We lower, at $6.20@6.00 for light, and at $6.15@ 
7.40 for heavy. Cattle averaged steady, with 
sales at $2.70@7.00. 

The inquiry for domestic and foreign dary 
goods continues to increase, and rarely has the 
volume of business been so large at this stage 
of the season. Prices are firm all along the line. 
Boots and shoes are beginning to move, but 
tnere l only a light demand as yet. Clothing 
and millinery goods remain dull. There was fair 
activity in groceries, with no noteworthy varia- 
tion in prices. Coffees are attracting more at- 
tention, and consequently are more firmly held. 
Sugars were firm. The demand for dried fruits 
continues to improve, and there is a 
frm market for nearly all descriptions. 
Apples, peaches, pruues. and raisins are strong, 
with something of an advancing tendency. No 
changes were developed in the bagging, leather, 
coal, and pig-iron markets. The demand for 
fine butter still considerably exceeds the supply, 
and prices show decided strength. The finer 
grades of cheese also are in light stuck, and are 
firmly held. Oils remained steady. They were 
in more than ordinarily good demand for the 
time of year. 

Green fruits are moving steadily, with no 
change in price to note. Broom-corn is quiet at 
the ugures ruling for the past month. Eggs are 
lower, tresh-iaid selling at 18@19c, and ali others 
at irregular prices. In drugs and chemicals a 
steady trade is reported at our last week's list of 
prices. Hides are still inactive, and our quota- 
tions are little better than nominal. Grease and 
tallow are moving slowly at the figures given iu 
our list. Potatoes show no change either 
in the volume of receipts, condition, or 
prices. „ Wool is quiet ana steady. Flax- 
seed was irreguiar, most of the sales being sub- 
ject to individual inspection. The range fo 
prices was from $1.24 to $1.30, the lower price for 
what was claimed to be merchantable seed, and 
the higber for a choice article. _Clover-seed was 
easier at 64. 9065. 00, and timothy seed was steady 
at $2.556@2.57% for prime. Hay was depressed, 
the only inquiry being for shipping, and sales 
showed a sligut decline. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, ceported yester- 
day, aggregated 115,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same points were reported at 25.000 bu. The 
shipments reported trom New York, Pnhiladel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 93,000 bu. 

Rail freights were quoted firm at the recent 
advance on the basis of e per 100 lbs of grain 
to New York and We per 100 lbs of provisions to 
do. Provisions to Liverpool were quoted at e., 
and grain to do at 48@Aic.

THE SOUTH PARKS. 


Michigan Avenue to Be Paved with 
Arphalt Riecke from Jackson to 


Twelfth. 

A rerular meeting of the Board of South Park 
Commissioners was held yesterday afternoon. 

The matter of the recent judgment rendered 
against the board in the school property con- 
demoation case was taken up and discussed 
with the board's attorney. The board did not 
wish to pay $28,000 for less than an acre of, land, 
and thought of making a further fight The 
attorney was finally instructed to get a writ of 
error in the case. 

A petition from property-owners on 
MICHIGAN AVENUE, BETWEEN JACKSON AND 
TWELFTH STREETS, 
was read, asking that the board improve that 
part of the street and pave it with asphalt 
blocks, the same as the pavement between 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets. Th 
petition represented nearly 1,800 front feet. 
Commissioner Russell read estimates for pav ing 
this section of the street with various pave- 
ments. The attorney stated that the oid ordi- 
nance would have to be cuanged if any change 
was mado in the pavement. He then offered the 

followtag, which was adopted: 

Be it ordained, Sec. I. That the ordinance 
pas*ed by the South Park Commissioners on the 
wd day of October, A. D. 1580, entitled An opdi- 
nance for the improvement of Micaigan aveaue 
from the north line ot Lake Park place to the 
south line of Jackson street be and the same 
is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2 That all proceedings heretofore bad 
under said ordinance be and tne same are hereby 
discontinued and abandoned. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in foree from and after its passage. 

Further action on the matter was deferred un- 
til the next meeting, and Commissioner VUal- 
laghan was instructed to consult with the Mayor 
meantime, and sce what the city would be wiil- 
ing to do. 

On motion of Commissioner Russell, the rules 
were suspended and the annual meeting of the 
board was fixed on March 6, instead of March 8. 
provided the new Commissioner was appointed 
at that time. 

It was resolved to offer for sale the lamp-posts 
that bad been put up on Michiwan aveaue by 
the board, and to sell them to the city if is 
bid was as bigh as any offered. An exception 
was nade as to the lamps, as the city had re- 
placed certain of them with new ones, and they 
really belonged to the city. Tho Secretary was 
instructed to notify the head of the Board of 
Public Works of the proposed sale, and the 
board seemed to think that $5 per post should 
be paid. The money realized from the sale is t o 
tu to the Micbigan avenue improvement fund. 

Mr. Muirhead, the Supervisor of the Town of 
Lake, appeared before the bourd and consulted 
with the members regar ding the 


EXTENSION OF THE CENTRE AVENUE SEWER 
from Garfie!d boulevard to the river. The sewer 
bas been completed part of the way, and is going 
into decay. Mr. Muirhead stated that the Towa 
of Lake would be willing to stand part of the 
expense. The attorney was instructed to sub- 
mit u contract on the matter wherein the board 
would agree to pay one-third of the cost. 

Commissioner Callaghan made un appeal for 
the owners of flyers, and asked that a new and 
improved trotting track be laid out parallel with 
Grand boulevard. The matter was taid over for 
action, as was the bicycie question. 

The January report of the Superintendent was 
read by the Secretary. It told of the work that 
had been done during the month. and sug- 
gestions for improvements were made and acted 
upon by the board. The Secretary was in- 
Structed to mail to the different railroad com- 
panies whose tracks crossed the boulevards a 
copy of the ordinance requiring a flagman to be 
stationed at each crossing, as the Superintend- 
ent complained that the curs blocked up the 
roadways, and the switch-engines and trains 
crossing and recrossing were habe to injure the 
passers-by. The Superintendent was authorized 


to purchase a street-sweeper which he had sug- 


gested, and to do the street-cleaning on Micbitran 
avenue bimeself, as be represented that he could 
do it cheaper than any contractor.

Note.—It has been estimated that lo per cent 
of the spirits and malt liquors produced in the 
country escape taxation. If this estimate is cor- 
rect, the above amounts of product represent 
only about % percent of the actual cousump- 
tion of these urticies. It bas also been esti- 
mated that about one-third of the spirituous 
liquors consumed in the courtry is used in the 
arts, This fact must be noted in any computa- 
tion of the cost to the country of spirituous 
liquors used as a beverage.

The Plans for the Armory of the First

Adjutant-General Elliott has been in Chicago 
with short intervals of absence for two or 
three weeks endeavoring to get matters 
straightened out in the First Brigade.

PLANS FOR THE ARMORY OF THE FIRST REGI- 

MENT OF CAVALRY. 

Messrs. Burnham & Root, architects, have just 
completed coe plans for the new armory buiid- 
lug of the First Cavalry, to be located ou the 
Lake-Front by che side of Battery D's armory. 
The building is to be somewhat similiar in gen- 
eral construction and appearance to the other. 

t is to be built of brick, the front probably of 
pressed brick, ornamented with stone. The en- 
tire length will be 200 feet, tue width 125; two 
stories in hight in front, and a long driil-bali 
back, covered with a truss roof. The main en- 
trance is througd a duorway twelve feet wide by 
ten high, giying ample room tor the command 
to ride in and out on horseback. The dour 
will be covered with boiler-iron ovne-six- 
teenth of an inch io thickness, and will 
weigh over 2.200 pounds. It will not open 
or slide, but will be raised by means of 
pulleys and an 8U0-pound weight. Eutormg 
the urmory on the rigut will be the rervimental 
headquarters, with separate rooms for all the 
officers of the fieid, stall, and non-commissioned 
stall, with store-rooms, wash-rooma, closets, 
etc., complete. On the left, across we bail, will 
be a duplicate of the rooms just described, de- 
sgned tor the use of the brigade commander 
and his persona! staff—should he desire to avail 
himself of the privilege—with a ftireproof 
magazine for storing arms, ammunition, and 
other brigade property belonging to the State. 
The hall directiy connects the front entrance 
witb the main drill-bail, wu ſch is 12) by 148 feet, 
leaving a space two feet in width the entire 
length fora rifle range, which will be fitted up 
in the most approved modern style, witb a recess 
and un iron door for the marker. In the driil- 
bali there are no columns or pillars to obstruct 
the movement of the troops. 

The bigut of the wall from the floor to the 
first trusses is seventeen feet six inches. At the 
rear end will be arranged the closets, was- 
rooms, ete., for the men, the band- room, trum- 
peters’ room, the armorer's work-room, and the 
living rooms of the janitor. Ou the side walls 
will be attached iron rings through which to 
pass ropes for picketing horses. Above these 
are the racks for carbines, sabres, saddies, and 
accoutrements. 

The second floor in the front part of the build- 
ing is approached by stairways leading from the 
drill-hall to the balcony, or runway, upon which 
willopen the company-rooms, six In number, 
each seventeen by thirty-four feet, and an 
officers’ assembly room. The rooms will all be 
titted up with lockers for clothing, grates, 
mautels, ete. 

The most novel feature of the design is the 
means employed for the protecuon of the build- 
ing and contents in case of trouble or outbreak. 
rhe windows are all ten feet from the ground, 
and are protected by heavy iron shutters, buliet- 
proof. Iuside, running the entire ieogth of the 
drili-ball on either side, high up among the 
trusses, is a narrow platform or gang-viank, 
piaced at a convenient distance below a row of 
apertures in the sides of the roof, through which 
carbiies or muskets can be thrust in sucha 
manner as to command the situation completely 
incase of an assault. On either corner of the 
building is to be placed a turret large enough 
to bold three men fur watch du, whose fire wil 
command all the approaches to the building. 
The heavy iron window-shutters will also con- 
(ain portholes for musket-liring from within. 

The estimated cost of the armory complete is 
from $22,000 to $25,000. As bas been before 
stated, the Armory Associadon bas issued bonds 
for the erecdon of the building. It was de- 
signed to issue 280 bonds of $100 each. Already 
something like $10,000 has been subscribed, and 
among the subscribers are numbered some of 
the most promivent busin~ss men of the city. 
The building will be co: menced as soon as 
enough funds are in the bands of (be Treasurer, 
Capt. William Jacobs, to insure its completion.

Branch Libraries. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—The following plan is sug- 
gested as a comparatively inexpensive method 
of bringing the Chicago Public Library within 
mere convenient reach of its patrons in the 
tbree divisions. It is in facta substitute for 
the branch library, which would involve not 
Only the disintegration or subdivision of the 
main library—but the purchase of many dupli- 
cate books—and a large additional outlay for 
rent of branch library buildings, clerk hire, etc. 
The plan is briefly this: Select a leading street, 
as Clark in the North Division, Madison in the 
West, and State in the Souta Division. Estab- 
lish book stauons, 80 to speak, at points a mile 
apart along these streets: On the North Side, 
say at Chicago avenue, North aveoue, and Ful- 
lerton avenue; South Side, say at Bidridge 
court, Twentieth street, and Thirtieth, on State: 
West Side, suy at Halsted street, Ashland 
avenue, and Western avenue, on Madison. 
Let the Library Board mae arrangements with 
some druggist or stutioner at these points to use 
his store, for a muderate compensation, as head- 
quarters for the exchange of books. The adver- 
Using aud custom which the merchant would 
get in consequence might induce bim to charge 
the library nothing, but look wo a smail fee frum 
library patrons as ample compensation for the 
trouble of receiving, deiivering, and exchanging 
the books. From ntnding lista left at these dis- 
tributing points, or branch libraries, the titles 
of ten or twenty books could be drawn off on 
Ups, and placed with the members ticket in 
the book to be returned. ‘I'wice a week, or 
oftener, the branch library manager would send 
these return books, cards, and orders in a pack- 
ave or trunk by special messenger or Brink's 
Express tothe Public Library, where a special 
clerk would at once check them off, make the 
exchunges, box them, and return by messenger 
or express. This system would save thousands 
of people the expense, time, and trouble of fre- 
quent trips to the Pubiic Library, prove a great 
cunyenience to those living two or three miles 
from the Court- House. and give the public al! 
the real advantages to be derived from the es- 
tablishment of several expensive branch li- 
braries.

Increase of Crime in Chicago and Its 
Cause. 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

Carcaco, Feb. 8.—A great deal bas been said 
and written for some time past concerning the 
increase of crime in this city during the lust tew 
years. The causes commonly given for this in- 
crease are two: the inefiicieucy in point of pum- 
bers of the police force and the lax adwinistra- 
tion of justice ia the Criminal Courts. The lat- 
ter may indeed be rewarded as the prime cause, 
for the reason that when a belief spreads that in 
a certain city or county immunity from punisp- 
ment can be purchased or secured through tri- 
fling leral technicalities not only are local 
thieves emboldened, but criminals from all parts 
of the country flock thither, and that many cvil 
characters from other cities have taken up their 
residence bere within a sbort time an examina- 
tion of the records of the police courts plainly 
show. and it is a common thing to hear some of 
those arrested for petty offenses plead with the 
magistrate to allow them to go, for the reason 


that they have just landed in this city, and they 
generally promise to leave it agtin if permitted 
0 do 80. 

But as regards the inefficiency of the police 
force to prevent crime, the writer, Who possesses 
good opportunies for observation. is of opinion 
tiiat the inefficiency is not so much a matter of 
numbers as of lack Ofadiscipline and the charac- 
ter of many of its members who bave been ap- 
puinted within the last three years, 

In New York City, even under Tammany rule, 
which has been so much denounced, an appear- 
auce at least of discipline was enforced in the 
Police Department, aud the daily papers of that 
city contained frequent reports of the trials of 
otficers found luiterwmmg on their beats or euter- 
ing saloons. Here in CUbicago it is different. 
The police do not seem to be employed for the 
purpose of enforcing the laws aud protecting 
life and property, but are hired and paid to 
carry elecnons, and that such is the cuse no 
person can doubt who observes the conduct and 
bearing of ite members and the privileges which 
they enjoy. 

The Executive of the present Administration 
will scarcely be believed when he asserts that 
he has endeavored tu follow in the fuotsteps of 
Mr. Washbura in regard to the management of 
polic@aifairs. Uuder Mr. Washbura a position 
ou the police force was one of labor and duty, 
and the city wus thoroughiy patrolled at alli 
hours of the day and night: policemen were 
not permitted to get drunk whenever and 
as Often as they pleased, nor were they 
permitted to loiter in saloons or ou street cor- 
ners chatting with prostitutes and otber vile 
characters. Nor were they political plugs se- 
lected because Of their supposed influence in 
their respective wards, but were meu of repu- 
tation and standing in the community who 
brought to the pesformance of their duty judg- 
ment aud solid muscle, instead of the biind ig- 
norance and bioat which are the chief charac- 
teristics Of many of those now empluyed as 
policemen. 

The good effects of Mr. Washburn's direction 
of police affairs remained until the advent into 
power of the present Administration, which for 
the purpose of continuing itself in office bas 
transfurmed the whole City Government so far 
possible into ao ¢lecuioneering, machine. 

Immediately on Mr. Harrison assuming the 
oath of office as Mayor of this eity delegations 
rom all parts of the city, gotten up and paid 
for by those most intererted, waited upon bim 
for the purpose of aiding him in making ap- 
pointments. These delegations were not mae 
up of merchants or mecoanics or any ciass of 
men pursumg reputable eallings, for. even if so 
inclined, such could not waste their time bang- 
ing abont the City-tHaiil day after day fur months 
together, as did the riff-raf of saloons who at 
the time gave Many strangers the impression 
that there had been a general jail or hell de- 
livery in ourcity. Many of the best members of 
the Police and Fire Depurtments were dis- 
charged in order to make room for the teaders 
of these mobs, and police officers who had never 
distinguished themselves by any meritorious 
conduct were promoted to positions as Lieutea- 
ants, Sergeants, etc. 

Those wards which lie within the district, once 
kind of represented in Congress by the best, 
worst, and only Mayor we have, were par- 
ticulariy favored, aud the Fourteenth Ward 
alone furnished two Sergeants besides a large 
number of patrolmen able-bodied ju appear- 
ance, but whom any ruffian possessed of cour- 
ave could easily overcome io fight. Such are 
the men who toa great extent make up our po- 
lice foree, and we wonder at its inetticiency. 

In justice, however, to the best and only, we 
must give bim eredit for good intentions and 
for some improvements which he has attempted 
tomake. The police patrol wagon system has 
been introduced, and let the envious say what 
they may, policeinen are no longer compelled as 
of yore to trundie drunken women in a bor- 
rowed wheelbarrow-to the station. He sought 
to regulate the nocturnal female pedestrians of 
State street also, but they still smile on the 
Granger. and magnetize his wullet as of old. 
The mashers, too, came under bis eye, but they 
stillstaik abroad ia perfumery and ulsterets. 
Aud now, on the eve of an Aldermanic election, 
gambling is going to be regulated, with the gam- 
blers' consent, until after election. J. O. 


Swisshelm Defines Her Position 
Regirdin:s Fa th and Works. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—A friend writes saying he 
does not Snderstand my letter on the Church 
and theatre. and asks me to explain my position 
on faith and works. Ii did not intend to assume 
a position on that question, but can easily state 
my Belief. It is that of the Apostic James: 
“Show me thy faith without thy works and 1 
will show thee my faith by my works.” To my 
mind, works are the only test of faith. It is of 
the utmost importance that our faith sbould be 
right, because it is the foundation of conduct. 
As aman thinke O is he. A correct creed 
is indispensable t -orrect life. All good comes 
from God, and nothing else is so good as a good 
life. Only by God's grace and by faith in Him 
can man live to his highest possibilities. Like a 
toddiing child he must bold the father’s hand to 
prevent his stumbling and falling. Only by 
God's grace can any one have good morals, and 
God will never banish from His presence the 
child of His grace. 

The point to which I wish to call attention in 
my letters on the Chureh and theatre quarrel is 
that, while the Cuurch condemas the theatre as 
immoral, her own intluence is rather aguinst 
than’ in favor of morality. True she does not 
say in so many words, Thou shalt kill, and 
Steal, and covet thy neighbor's goods“; but she 
Says very plainly, “ better commit murder, 
theft, and all other crimes and have faith than 
retrain from evil, do justly, love merey, and be 
witbout faith.” 

The things we call Christian churches bave in 
them so little of Corist and so mucn of Paul that 
they are Pauline rather than Christian. Saul of 
Tarsus, the cruel, bloody persecutur of the in- 
fant Church, suddenly became u convert, capt- 
ured the babe in its cradle, bound and swathed 
it in Jewish bonds until it was distorted and be- 
came the present apology for and caricature of 
Coristianity—a formulated system which sends 
thieves and murderers to glory and moral mea 
to perdition, which teaches that God especially 
loved Jacob, the meanest cheat on record, and 
especially hated his decent and cruelly defraud- 
ed brother, which makes him and ois gracdfath- 
er, the wife-seller, the model men and prime fa- 
vorits of Deity. 

In my letters on Church and theatre I simply 
wish to call the attention of the Rev. Joonsun 
and all other orthodox people to the necessity 
of sowe formulated code of morals and sowe 
eufurcement of that code which will justify any 
attack upon the theatre vp the ground of im- 
morality. :
